Humboldt OKs $1M for cannabis price crash relief

nel-like” culvert had been a barrier to fish passage on 
Janes Creek since it was originally built decades ago. 

This completed project will allow fish (such as coho 
salmon, coastal cutthroat and steelhead trout, and even 
Pacific and western brook lamprey) to naturally swim 
through the culvert under the 2200 block of Alliance Road 
to reach more than 2.5 miles of potential habitat upstream. 

This enhanced fish passage will improve fish travel 
during all life stages, while maintaining existing flood con- 
trol capacity. The project was identified as a high priority 
in a previous city inventory and assessment. 

Funding was provided by a Cooperative Agreement 
from the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service Coastal Program. 
Hooven Construction, a local business that submitted the 


lowest bid, completed the work. 


The tour continued at the second project site: the Alder- 
grove Marsh (corner of Aldergrove Road and Ericson Way). 
This restoration pilot project includes the removal of 
invasive, non-native aquatic plants from the marsh, which 
is expected to begin next month. Funding is provided by 
a Cooperative Agreement from the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 


Service Coastal Program.

out in open, flat areas in oth- 
er parts of the state that also 
have good growing climates. 

All those factors are 
“affecting solvency,” said 
Adair. But the county can 
only do so much to bridge 
the delta between costs 
and income. 

“Typically, we don’t re- 
place lost revenue but we 
will support activities and 
expenditures which are 
designed to help increase 
revenue for the applicants 
or to reduce other costs so 
that the margin of revenue 
increases,” he said. 

The emergency grants 
will be an addition to the 
county’ Project Trellis 
cannabis business assis- 
tance program. 

Project Trellis is fund- 
ed through a 10 percent 
share of county Measure 
S cannabis excise tax rev- 
enue. And that revenue is 
expected to drop sharply. 

According to a written 
staff report, a majority of 
50 cannabis farmers sur- 
veyed said they won't be 
able to pay their October 
excise tax payments. In the 
works is a plan to extend 
tax payments.

being developed through 
collaboration between the 
countys Planning and 
Building and Economic 
Development departments. 

Supervisor Rex Bohn 
said that due to the seri- 
ousness of the situation, the 
county should take its grant 
application guidance direct- 
ly to affected communities.

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Second Arcata Bottom cell tower approved, but build is uncertain

ARCATA BOTTOM - With the 
county’s approval of a second cell 
tower in the Arcata Bottoms area, 
concerns about proliferation of 
towers and visual impacts have 
been trumped by the demand for 
improved cell phone coverage. 

A special permit for a 120-foot 
tower disguised as a water tank 
was approved at the September 16 
Planning Commission meeting. 
Located on Foster Avenue about 
100 feet from the intersection 
of Janes Road, the tower will be 
built and operated by AT&T. 

The approval has followed a 
twisting path. The commission 
originally considered approval of 
two towers, the AT&T tower and 
a 130-foot-tall tower, from PWM, 
Inc., which is sited on Sun Valley 


Floral Farms property near the 
intersection of Foster Avenue and 
Dolly Varden Road. 

When the two were first con- 
sidered last July, the AT& T tower 
was proposed at a 100- foot height 
and commissioners favored the 
PWM proposal because it could 
accommodate more carriers. 

A resolution approving the 
PWM tower and rejecting the 
AT&T tower was prepared for the 
commission’s August 5 meeting. 
But the week of the second hearing, 
AT&T revised its project, increas- 
ing its tower’s height to 120 feet, 
accommodating more carriers. 

With the AT&T facility revised 
to accommodate up to four carri- 
ers and public support for better 
cell service surging, most com- 
missioners changed their minds 
about the denial. 


The PWM tower was approved 
and commissioners directed staff 
to prepare a resolution for the 
Aug. 19 meeting approving the 
AT&T tower. 

But the approval was bumped 
to last week’s meeting because the 
revised height required re-notic- 
ing to the public. 

County Planner Cliff John- 
son told commissioners that the 
AT&T tower will result in “in- 
creased reliable service indoors 
and outdoors.” 

There’s some doubt that the 
market can field up to eight carri- 
ers in the same area, however, and 
Johnson noted that PWM has of- 
fered to lease AT&T top space on its 
tower at 50 percent of market cost. 

Commissioner Mike Newman 
described that as “a very big in- 
centive” and because the county’s 


General Plan discourages siting 
multiple towers in the same area, 
he said approving the AT&T per- 
mit would be granting “special 
privileges.” 

PWM’s tower is mostly hidden by 
an existing building and Newman 
doubted that AT&T’s water tower 
design will be easy on the eyes. 

“T don’t think we need to permit 
a second location here and this big 
water tower sticks out like a sore 
thumb to me, actually,” he said. 

Commissioner Noah Levy ac- 
knowledged the visual impact 
concerns but said there’s “ample 
evidence to support the assertion 
that this AT&T tower would be su- 
perior to the other one.” 

The dual towers have been in a 
bit of a duel and Levy suggested 
that only one will be left standing. 

“What we've learned from 


watching the communications be- 
tween the two is that I don’t know 
that both will get built,” he said, 
adding that “we may need to let 
the market sort this out.” 

Commission Chair Alan Bon- 
gio thinks the PWM tower has a 
better location but “I believe in 
competition.” 

Bongio agreed that it’s likely 
only one of the towers will actu- 
ally be built. 

Commissioner Melanie Mc- 
Cavour, the commission’s Arcata 
district member, prefers the “aes- 
thetics” of the AT&T tower and 
noted its recently-proposed ex- 
pansion of carriers. 

The permit was approved, 
with Newman dissenting. Com- 
missioners Brian Mitchell, Peggy 
O’Neill and Thomas Mulder were 
absent.

Offshore wind power gets boost from new law 
Agencies to develop plans with goal of going carbon-free by 2045 


ReEDwoop Coast 
ENERGY AUTHORITY 

HUMBOLDT -— New legis- 
lation just signed into law on 
Thursday by Gov. Gavin New- 
som will significantly advance 
the development of an off- 
shore wind power industry on 
the West Coast, especially in 
Humboldt County, say devel- 
opers of a proposed local proj- 
ect and the area’s Community 
Choice Aggregator (CCA). 

The legislation, AB 525, 
which was approved nearly 
unanimously by the California 
Legislature earlier this month, 
directs California state agen- 
cies to develop a strategic plan 
to facilitate the development of 
offshore wind on a large scale 
over the next two decades. 

California law states that, 
by 2045, 100 percent of elec- 
tricity consumed in California 
must come from carbon-free 
sources. One study has sug- 
gested offshore wind has the 
potential to generate electric- 
ity in an amount equal to 150 
percent of California’s electric- 
ity usage in 2019. 

Further, offshore wind is 
the perfect complement to so- 


lar generation in California as 
ocean winds pick up in the ear- 
ly evening when the sun begins 
to set. 

“This new law shows Cali- 
fornia is now fully committed 
to developing an offshore wind 
industry that can create local 
jobs, advance towards a car- 
bon-free electric system, and 
address the threat of climate 
change,” said Tyler Studds, 
chief executive officer of Red- 
wood Coast Offshore Wind 
(ROW). ROW is a 50-50 joint 
venture between two interna- 
tional offshore wind develop- 
ers, Ocean Winds and Aker 
Offshore Wind, in partnership 
with the Redwood Coast Ener- 
gy Authority (RCEA). 

RCEA is a CCA formed by 
nine local government enti- 
ties with a mandate to procure 
clean and renewable power for 
Humboldt County electricity 
customers. 

Earlier this year, Newsom 
and the Biden administration 
announced they expect to hold 
an auction in 2022 for leases 
off both the Humboldt Coast 
and the Central Coast near 
Morro Bay. 


These areas combined 
could produce 4.6 GW of off- 
shore wind energy and power 
1.6 million California homes. 

“This legislation and the 
support it received under- 
scores the wisdom of RCEA 
engaging early to work toward 
the responsible development 
of our local offshore wind re- 
source,” said Matthew Mar- 
shall, executive director of 
RCEA. “We are taking a com- 
munity-based approach to de- 
veloping Humboldt County’s 
offshore wind resource that 
prioritizes community values, 
protecting the environment, 
and developing strategies to 
avoid or mitigate impacts to 
the fishing community and lo- 
cal Tribes, while creating jobs 
and economic development.” 

ROW has already actively 
engaged a host of local stake- 
holders, including fisheries, la- 
bor and Tribal governments to 
understand their concerns and 
explore solutions. 

Deploying wind turbines 
offshore, where they will be 
placed on floating platforms so 
they can operate in deep wa- 
ter, will require significant in- 


vestments and upgrades to the 
Port of Humboldt Bay that can 
also benefit other port users. 

Once the port is upgraded 
and as the industry develops, 
other parts of the offshore 
wind supply chain could locate 
facilities in Humboldt County 
and elsewhere in California. 

In July, the Humboldt Bay 
Harbor and Recreation Dis- 
trict submitted a grant appli- 
cation to the U.S. Department 
of Transportation Port Infra- 
structure Development Pro- 
gram to fund the development 
of a Humboldt Bay Offshore 
Wind and Heavy Lift Marine 
Terminal. 

“This law provides 
much-needed certainty around 
the future of offshore wind in 
California and will spur sig- 
nificant upgrades in port and 
grid infrastructure,” said Jonah 
Margulis, senior vice president 
of U.S. operations for Aker Off- 
shore Wind. “We look forward 
to creating a robust, sustain- 
able offshore wind industry in 
Northern California that will 
serve the community with reli- 
able, clean energy and well-pay- 
ing jobs for decades to come.” 


Don’t click on links in text messages bearing wonderful 
pandemic-related offers, because of course they’re scams

The message claims 
that, due to the pandemic, the company 
would like to help people out by offering 
them an amazing deal. These range from 
free or discounted services to gift cards 
and cash. 
For example, consumers reported re- 
ceiving the following text messages: 
“COVID-19 REFUND. VERIZON 


Clean the Sidewalks Day is 
Sunday, Oct. 3 in Valley West 


COMPANY is giving out $950 to all users 
of our Verizon service, If yes kindly text 
your Verizon” 

“Due to the pandemic, Hulu is giving 
everyone a free 1-year subscription to help 
you stay at home. Get yours here [link].” 

Of course, these messages don’t really 
originate with that company. They come 
from impersonators who hope to steal 
your personal information. 

If you click the link, you may be 
prompted to log into a lookalike website 
that scammers use to get hold of your log- 
in ID and password. 

With that information, scammers can 
access your accounts and even make 
purchases using your saved payment 
methods. 


How to avoid text message scams 

¢ Treat messages from unknown send- 
ers with caution. 

* Don’t click on links from strangers. 

* Confirm deals directly with the com- 
pany before you accept. 

¢ Install antivirus software on your 
computer and mobile devices.

Scoping 
the volatile 
cannabis 
industry

HUMBOLDT -— The Cen- 
ter for the Study of Canna- 
bis and Social Policy (can- 
nabisandsocialpolicy.org/ 
litproject/) on Sept. 22 pub- 
lished the findings of the 
survey “Corporate Canna- 
bis is Coming: Cultivators, 
Are You Ready?” which ran 
from August 6 to Sept. 12, 
2021 on the North Coast of 
California. 

A significant 82 respons- 
es from cannabis operators 
came in, allowing for robust 
data to analyze. Compiled by 
the Center for the Study of 
Cannabis and Social Policy 
(CASP) a federal 501c3 edu- 
cation nonprofit, the survey 
findings represent the first 
phase of a research project 
studying the efforts of Co- 
operation Humboldt (coop- 
erationhumboldt.com) to 
understand what services 
would be of value to canna- 
bis farmers. 

This project has no affili- 
ation with Humboldt State; 
it is a collaborative effort 
between CASP and Coop- 
eration Humboldt. Cooper- 
ation Humboldt defines its 
mission as “helping to build 
a solidarity economy on Cal- 
ifornia’s North Coast by em- 
powering residents to meet 
their collective needs in har- 
mony with nature, without 
exploiting anyone.” 

Cooperation Humboldt 
has also published the sur- 
vey findings on its website at 
cooperationhumboldt.com/ 
cooperative-cannabis-econ- 
omy-group. 

The price collapse of can- 
nabis in California due to 
oversupply and other factors 
has been the subject of many 
articles in 2021 and is threat- 
ening the survival of dozens 
of small craft farmers partic- 
ularly in Humboldt County. 

It is against this backdrop 
that “the survey reveals three 
areas of challenge,” explains 
Nicole Riggs, affiliate re- 
searcher with CASP. “First, 
low prices; second, high 
costs (fees, licenses and tax- 
es); and third, lack of access 
to market. 

The data shows that not 
only more than 85 percent 
of respondents would like 
assistance in developing 
cooperative systems, but 
also that 46.3 percent need 
support in preparing Trellis 
grant applications.”

Phase 2 will consist of 
semi-structured interviews 
with willing respondents, 
inviting them to share their 
thoughts and activities. The 
interviews will explore pos- 
sible cooperative systems, 
look for alternate ways of 
viewing the problem and 
think outside the box to gen- 
erate new solutions. 

Further interviews with 
case users in locations with 
high responses will be con- 
ducted to gather insights 
into cooperative system im- 
plementation, and to obtain 
practical evidence of the re- 
sult where possible. 

The interviews will be re- 
corded and transcribed and 
Phase 2 findings will be pub- 
lished in October.

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Say goodbye to Bayside Community Hall 


Bank account gutted, locks changing, hall prepped for Grange takeover 


as you’ve known it for the past several 
years. 

As reported last week, the California State 
Grange has moved to enforce judgment against 
Bayside Community Hall. 

On February 26, 2021, Superior Court 

Judge Kelly L. Neel granted a Motion for Sum- 

7 mary Judgment, declar- 

ing that all of the property 

of Bayside Community 

Hall belongs to the Cali- 
fornia State Grange. 

Following various back 
and forth lawyering, this 
judgment was entered on 
April 1, 2021. 

Bayside Community 
Hall received notice of 
that judgment on April 
28, 2021 and set up the 
first of two meetings to 
discuss the situation with the community. 

Community meetings in June and August, 
an online survey and a survey mailed to recent 
members and donors, were used to solicit com- 
munity input. 

The overwhelming response was to appeal 
the judgment, and to continue to fight for local 
ownership and autonomy. 

Bayside Community Hall’s attorneys filed 
a timely notice of appeal. COVID has severe- 
ly impacted court operations statewide, so it is 
not known how long this appeal will take. 

Meanwhile, the existing judgment gives the 
Bayside Community Hall property to the Cali- 
fornia State Grange. There was a possibility of 
retaining local control of that property during 
the appeal through the posting of a bond. 
The Bayside Community Hall board solicited 
pledges toward a bond fund and kept waiting 
for notification of the bond amount. 

But then, on Sept. 14, 2021, without warn- 
ing, the Grange enforced one part of the judg- 
ment and emptied the Bayside Community 
Hall bank accounts. The balance went from 
$29,672.99 to $o. 

In investigating what was going on, the Bay- 
side Community Hall board learned that their

attorneys made a mistake. The bond amount 
was set some time back in July; the attorneys 
missed it and the Board was never notified. The 
Board still hasn’t seen any documents about the 
bond amount. 

Now the Bayside Community Hall board 
was in a difficult position. There is a business 
to run, with regular users, planned events and 
pending rentals, but no funds to pay bills, and 
no certainty that any new deposited funds 
would not be seized. 

Through a new attorney, Bayside Commu- 
nity Hall reached out to the California State 
Grange attorneys, to attempt to set up an order- 
ly transfer of the Hall property, so as to disrupt 
Hall users as little as possible and keep an in- 
come stream flowing to meet ongoing building 


needs during the appeal. 

But the Grange wasn’t interested. They had 
already begun the paperwork to take control of 
the property another way. At some point in the 
near future they will show up with the Sheriff 
and change the locks. 

No notice. No coordination. No concern for 
hall users. 

The Bayside Community Hall board has no- 
tified its ongoing users and upcoming renters. 
It has gotten the building, the maintenance 
checklists, the rental files, the bookkeeping, 
the keys, the inventory, the ongoing building 
projects, and other critical systems into good 
order, so that the Grange can successfully stew- 
ard the building and meet the needs of its users 


and renters, should it choose to do so. Bayside 
Community Hall has made changes to planned 
events, like the upcoming Bayside Fall Makers 
Fair, so as to hold them without use of the Hall. 

Now Bayside Community Hall will have to 
map out its own future for while the appeal is 
underway. Bayside Community Hall as an or- 
ganization must continue to exist to monitor 
the appeal, but little else about what it can or 
should do is clear.

uty and I love my job; but the only way to 
keep doing my job may be to quit. 

I am Deputy Shane Steele. Anybody who 
pays attention to local news knows that a Hum- 
boldt County sheriff’s deputy has one of the 
toughest law enforcement jobs in the country. 
I love it because as a lifetime Hum- 
boldt County resident, it is an abso- 
lute honor for me to serve and protect 
the community and people I grew up 
with. 

Right now, Humboldt County has 
a leadership crisis that has become 
a public safety crisis. Even though 
Humboldt County taxpayers voted 
twice to tax themselves and give $70 
million over the last five years to coun- 
ty leaders to improve public safety, the 
politicians pursued a “train rookies 
and hope for the best,” strategy that 
has actually made things worse, not 
better. Think about that. $70 million of your 
money, which you and I overwhelmingly voted 
for to improve public safety, being squandered 
and putting us in a worse position than when 
we started.

It’s scary for Humboldt families. And 
believe me, when you’re out there 
responding to gunshots in the mid- 
dle of the night, while working your 
fourth 12-hour night shift in a row, 
with little to no sleep and your back- 
up is 45 minutes away, it makes you 
a little uneasy. 

The only way to change the situa- 
tion is to inspire new leadership from 
our county supervisors. In fact, many 
people in our community, including 
deputies I work with, are encouraging me to quit 
my job as a sheriff's deputy to run for county su- 
pervisor so I can fix the problem myself. 

Our current Humboldt County supervisors 
pay themselves about 57 percent MORE than 
the median rate of other county supervisors, 
while they pay Humboldt Sheriffs Deputies 40 
percent LESS than in neighboring Mendocino 
County. In fact, when a rookie sheriff's depu- 
ty patrolling our rural communities doesn’t 


get paid much more than an employee at the 
new In-N-Out Burger in Eureka, it’s no wonder 
that dozens of the rookie candidates who ap- 
ply to be deputies fail out of the basic training 
program or leave soon after completing their 
training for the greener pastures of other high- 
er paying agencies. Their dropout comes after 
tens of thousands of taxpayer dollars are wast- 
ed on their training with zero benefits to the 
taxpayers of Humboldt County who funded it. 

I love my job and don’t want to become a 
politician. I grew up in the forests and on the 
rivers of Humboldt County hunting and enjoy- 
ing the outdoors, and right now our environ- 
ment itself needs policing. I love being able to 
be a part of ridding our county of some of the 
worst environmental perpetrators, who selfish- 
ly destroy the fragile watersheds of the Eel, Van 
Duzen and Mad Rivers with unpermitted water 
theft and widespread toxic diesel and pesti- 
cide pollution. But, we can’t get the bad guys, 
protect our environment and our community 
members if we don’t have enough good people, 
out there day and night, rain or shine, willing 
to risk life and limb to keep their friends, fam- 
ily, and the unnamed stranger from whatever 
danger this world may bring. 

I’m not at the point of quitting yet, but Iam 
speaking up for the first time. If enough of us 
raise our voices, we can demand leadership. 
And if they won’t lead, they need to get out of 
our way.
